Reactio ns to The Vo ice

WASHINGTON.—American 
diplomats 
b ring 
home word that the Voice of America is defi­ 
nitely, though slowly, penetrating the iron cur­ 
tain. P art of its news is passed around b y word 
of mouth, since few people have radios. How­ 
ever, here are a few letters sent to the U.S. 
in answer to the Voice: 
FROM A GROUP OF RUSSIANS: “Everyone 
to whom freedom is dear listens to your b road­ 
casts. When we left home (they had b een sent 
to a concentration camp), we gave our word 
to send regards to the free Voice of America. 
It is only after great hardship this opportunity 
offered itself to smuggle out this letter. 
“We ask you to b roadcast that Andrei Vishin- 
fky deceives the world when he says Soviet 
listeners are indignant at your b roadcasts. Quite 
the contrary. Make every effort to overcome 
the jamming. We listen.” 
FROM A RUMANIAN: “At least 9 0 per cent 
of radio owners have found your frequencies 
and spread the news to those who cannot listen. 
Systematic jamming in the times of the G er­ 
mans and now the danger from the new masters 
discourage no one.” 
A GERMAN just returned from four years 
as a prisoner in Russia: “I b uilt a large trans­ 
m itter in the camp and operated it. I was often 
called out of b ed at night to tune in Western 
atations for the Russian officers. Even the high­ 
est chiefs of police expressed their joy without 
reticence "when they heard America or London. 
Despite all jamming, the b roadcasts are heard 
with the greatest enthusiasm.” 
FROM THE SOVIET ZONE OF GERMANY: 
*We listen every day. You are the b ridge to 
a free world which seems like a paradisical 
dream land. Your b roadcasts have one disad­ 
vantage. They instill many drops of sorrow and 
aadness into our hearts, b ecause we long so for 
freedom and a decent life. As a former Com­ 
munist (19 23-19 47) and as a person recently 
cured, I would give all my world possessions 
to change place with an ‘uncured’ person now 
living 
in 
the 
‘hated 
monopolistic-capitalistic 
America.’ ” 
The letters also show a strong skepticism of 
Soviet propaganda ab out the U.S.A. One iron 
curtain listener wrote: 
“Is it true that a capitalist who has invest­ 
ments in five different states can vote five times 
in the same election? This was used in school 
to explain the defeat of the Communists in 
the elections in the U.S.A.” 
Pero n Bids fo r U.S. Friendship 
American-Argentine relations are expected to 
take an important turn for the b etter as a result 
of the recent trip to Buenos Aires of Assistant 
Secretary of State Edward Miller. 
Though Miller merely expected to pay a rou­ 
tine call on President Peron, he found the 
Argentine dictator surprisingly cooperative and 
anxious for an end to the long squab b le b etween 
the United States and his own government. 
The inside story is one of the most fascinating 
in recent U.S. diplomatic relations. What hap­ 
pened was that when the assistant secretary 
first called on Peron, he remained only ten 
minutes, explaining that he was merely paying 
his respects. Peron was surprised. He had al­ 
lotted two hours for the interview. Therefore, 
after Miller left the presidential palace, the 
Argentine president arranged for a meeting 
later in the day. 
An interesting conference followed, during 
which Peron showed Miller how he had stamped 
out Communism, how the economic welfare of 
the working classes had improved and, most 
im portant of all, emphasized the hope that 
Argentine - U.S. 
relations 
should 
b e 
more 
friendly. 
“But I have my radicals who make it very 
difficult for me,” Peron explained. “They are 
just as isolationist as some of your extremists 
in the Senate.” 
After getting off to this relatively friendly 
start, the Argentine president followed up with 
a full-dress meeting of the economic council, 
at which Miller sat on the president's right. 
Amb assador Stanton Griffis was also present, 
together with the minister of foreign affairs 
and Juan Cosa Sere, director general of eco­ 
nomics. The latter was designated b y Peron 
as the chief spokesman and gave a very intelli­ 
gent exposition of Argentine-American relations. 
In b rief, he said: 
“For many years trade with the United States 
took the form of a three-cornered exchange. 
We sold b eef to England and used the pound 
sterling to exchange into dollars to b uy from 
the United States. But now when we sell to 
England we can get no dollars. Our funds are 
frozen. So we have to work out a new means 
of trading with your country. 
“Of course, what we would like to sell the 
United States,” Cosa Sere continued, “is fresh 
b eef. However, I have now b een to your coun­ 
try and I understand the vigorous ob jections 
of American cattlemen to the importation of 
Argentine b eef. They are fanatics on the ques­ 
tion of hoof-and-mouth disease. So we must 
accept gracefully the impossib ility of making 
this sale. 
“Our second largest import,” continued Cosa 
S ere, “used to b e linseed. But we lost this due 
to our own fault. We priced ourselves out of 
the market. We hope to get this b ack eventually 
and we also hope to sell some mutton from 


Petagonia, where no hoof-and-mouth disease 
exists. But,” he concluded, “our chief hope is 
to encourage U.S. investments.” 


Squeezing U.S. Inv esto r 


This gave the assistant secretary 
a chance 
really to open up on the unfortunate treatment 
given American investors in Argentina. 


“The b est way to get American investments,” 
Miller said, “is b y giving b etter treatment to 
the investors who are already in your country. 
You can’t expect more capital to come to Argen­ 
tina when you are throttling the capital you 
already have here.” 


Amb assador Griffis and Miller then took up 
in detail the manner in which the Argentine 
government was throttling the American meat­ 
packing plants, American and foreign power, 
and other companies. 


“You are a b oxing fan,” said Amb assador 
Griffis, turning to Finance Minister Ramon A. 
Cereijo. “I have seen you at prize fights. All 
right. Our companies have taken so much pun­ 
ishment, they are groggy. Either let up on them 
or else knock them out.” 
The finance minister seemed to understand 
this comparison. At any rate, Peron arranged 
for a meeting b etween his finance experts and 
the commercial counselors of the U.S. emb assy 
next day in order to iron out difficulties. These 
have b een continuing. 
Miller was impressed with the charm and 
energy of Señ ora Peron. He visited her at the 
ministry and was conducted on a tour of the 
various charity projects. Wherever she went 
there were cries of “Evita, Evita!” 


Ev ita’s Newspaper 


At one meeting b etween President Peron. his 
wife and Alb erto Dodero, Peron asked: “Have 
you anything to complain of regarding our 
press?” 
“Only three things,” Miller replied and then 
named three papers which had b een extremely 
critical of the United States. Two of the papers 
were left-wing, b ut the third he named was 
“Democracia,” the paper owned b y Evita her­ 
self. When he made this charge, Dodero, pub ­ 
lisher of the paper, was sitting on Señ ora 
Peron’s right. She laughed and remarked: 
“You must have read this morning’s editorial.” 
Three days later “Democracia” came out with 
a glowing editorial praising the United States, 
following which Madam Peron signifieallv re­ 
marked to Miller: “Did you read ‘Democracia’ 
today?” 


As Miller was ab out to wind up his Argentine 
visit, he asked Peron to hasten ratification of 
the Rio convention which provides for mutual 
defense of the Americas against an outside ag­ 
gressor. This has b een hanging fire ever since 
the war. Peron promised Miller to ob tain rati­ 
fication 
if Miller would make a 
statement 
praising relations b etween the United States 
and Argentina. Miller agreed to make a mod­ 
erate statement. He also gave this significant 
advice to the Argentine dictator: 
“It is difficult for me to get more favorab le 
sentiment in the United States as long as you 
keep cracking down ‘La Prensa’ and ‘La Nació n,’ 
and as long as you keep investigating the offices 
of the Associated Press and the United Press. 
That kind of terrorism against the press simply 
creates havoc with American pub lic opinion. 
You see, we really b elieve in our freedoms. We 
b elieve that a certain amount of criticism b y 
the press is healthy.” 
“If you will rectify this, we will try to im­ 
prove our relations.” 
Peron promised to look into the matter, b ut 
as of this date he is still cutting off newsprint 
to his Argentine press cities. 


GOP May Well Take Its Cue 
Fro m Dems’ Ag g ressiv eness

Ab out a month from now President Truman 
will emb ark on a stumping tour of the country. 
It will b e the real opening of the Democrats* 
19 50 campaign and will b e topped off b y an 
amb itious political festival in Chicago May 15. 
The party strategy is shaping up. Mr. Truman 
will cover certain key spots in an effort to 
b olster the candidacy of senators and congress­ 
men who have tough races on their hands. And 
he will try to win new friends for his social 
welfare program. 
The plans, too, for a repeat tour next fall 
touching some 15 states and resemb ling the 
President’s vigorous vote appeals of the 19 48 
campaign. 
It's apparent from this that the Democrats 
are going to b e aggressive. They’re anxious not 
merely to retain control of Congress b ut to 
strengthen their grip so more of Mr. Trum an’s 
program can b e enacted in the coming two years. 
Since 19 38 the Repub licans have always made 
strong gains in Congress in the so-called b y- 
elections held b etween presidential campaigns. 
But it’s risky to take comfort in trends. As re­ 
cently as 19 34 the Democrats actually widened 
their majorities in b oth houses. 
And this year, the Democrats, rememb ering 
that they were dislodged from congressional 
control in 19 46, are out to confound the trend 
of the last dozen years. 
Thus the GOP has its work cut out for it. 
There’s a conviction among some ob servers 
in 
the capital that failure to make good gains this 
time would make doub ly difficult the Repub li­ 
cans’ task of winning the White House in 19 52. 
A Democratic triumph in 19 52 would assure 
the incumb ents 24 successive years in control 
of the government. That’d b e a long time b e­ 
tween drinks for the GOP. 
No one concerned with the well-b eing of our 
democracy* could want to see indefinite domi­ 
nance of the government b y a single party. It 
isn’t enough that the right to choose b etween 
two or more parties simply exists. For the health 
of the system, the right needs to b e exercised 
to the end that changes in administration actu­ 
ally occur. 
The Repub licans, on the outside for 18 years, 
must take their cue from the Democrats' ag­ 
gressive plans for 19 50. If they are to head b ack 
toward control of b oth in Congress and the 
White House, they must more than match their 
opponents’ energy and must develop a program 
that is b oth sound and appealing to the voters. 
Naturally it's easy to give b road general ad­ 
vice like this. The doing is tremendously diffi­ 
cult and no one can really help the Repub licans 
much. It’s their fight and it’s a hard one. And 
it’s prob ab ly not too extreme to say that their 
party’s very life is at stake.

The Do cto r Sa ys 
— 
Measles is Mo re Deadly 
Than Mo st Peo ple Realize

Measles is an extremely com­ 
mon disease and is mild in most 
cases, b ut there are enough serious 
complications to make it more of 
a danger than most people realize. 
Some 
people 
are 
so convinced 
that their children should have 
measles early and get it out of the 
way that they delib erately expose 
their youngsters to others who 
have the disease. 
Measles is caused b y a virus; 
once in a w'hiie this virus attacks 
the 
nervous 
system 
and causes 
most serious complications. It also 
weakens the b ody so that b roncho­ 
pneumonia or b ronchitis may set 
in and too often results in serious 
long-term 
difficulties 
with 
the 
lungs. When measles does develop, 
therefore, precautions should b e 


taken to lessen the risk of compli­ 
cations. 
Bed rest until the acute stage of 
the disease is over should b e en­ 
forced, as many of the serious 
complications come from letting 
the victim out of b ed too early. 
Plenty of fluids should b e given 
and easily digested foods. 
The 
eyes are sensitive to light so that 
reading and eye strain should b e 
avoided. 
Often it is well to have 
the shades in the sick room par­ 
tially drawn. 
Tepid 
b aths are 
helpful in preventing itching and 
in soothing the skin; constipation 
is common and should b e correct­ 
ed. 
The first symptoms of measles 
develop ab out two weeks after ex­ 
posure to a patient who has b een 
ill. Since during the first three or 
four days of the disease the symp-

Reactions to The Voice 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—American diplomats bring 


home word that the Voice of America is defi- 
nitely, though slowly, penetrating the iron cur- 
tain. Part of its news is passed around by word 
of mouth, since few people have radios. How- 
ever, here are a -few letters sent to the U.S. 
in answer to the Voice: 


FROM A GROUP OF RUSSIANS: "Everyone 


to whom freedom is dear listens to your broad- 
casts. When we loft home (they had been sent 
to a concentration camp), we gave our word 
to send regards to the free Voice of America. 
It is only after great hardship this opportunity 
offered itself to smuggle out this letter. 


"We ask you to broadcast that Andrei Vishin- 


*ky deceives the world when he says Soviet 
listeners are indignant at your broadcasts. Quite 
the contrary. Make every effort to overcome 
the jamming. We listen." 


FROM A RUMANIAN: "At least 90 per cent 


of radio owners have found your frequencies 
and spread the news to those who cannot listen. 
Systematic jamming in the times of the Ger- 
mans and now the danger from the new masters 
discourage no one." 


A GERMAN just returned from four years 


us a prisoner in Russia: "I built a large trans- 
mitter in the camp and operated it. I was often 
called out of bed at night to tune in Western 
•tations for the Russian officers. Even the high- 
est chiefs of police expressed their joy without 
reticence when they heard America or London. 
Despite all jamming, the broadcasts are heard 
with the greatest enthusiasm." 


FROM THE SOVIET ZONE OF GERMANY: 


"We listen every day. You are the bridge to 
• free world which seems like' a paradisical 
dream land. Your broadcasts have one disad- 
vantage. They instill many drops of sorrow and 
sadness into our hearts, because we long so for 
freedom and a decent life. As a former Com- 
munist (1923-1947) and as a person recently 
cured, I would give all my world possessions 
to change place with an 'uncurcd' person now 
living in the 'hated 
monopolistic-capitalistic 


America."" 


The letters also show a strong skepticism of 


Soviet propaganda about the U.S.A. One iron 
curtain listener wrote: 


"Is it true that a capitalist who has invest- 


ments in five different states can vote five times 
In the same election? This was used in school 
to explain the defeat of the Communists In 
the elections in the U.S.A." 
Peron Bids for U.S. Friendship 
American-Argentine relations are expected to 


take an important turn for the better as a result 
of the recent trip to Buenos Aires of Assistant 
Secretary of State Edward Miller. 


Though Miller merely expected to pay a rou- 


tine call on President Pcron, he found the 
Argentine dictator surprisingly cooperative and 
nnxious for an and to the long squabble between 
the United States and his own government. 


The inside story is one of the most fascinating 


in recent U.S. diplomatic relations. What hap- 
pened was that when the assistant secretary 
first called on Peron, he remained only ten 
minutes, explaining that he was merely paying 
his respects. Peron was surprised. He had al- 
lotted two hours for the interview. Therefore, 
after Miller left the presidential palace, the 
Argentine president arranged for a meeting 
later in. the day. 


An interesting conference followed, during 


which Peron showed Miller how he had stamped 
out Communism, how the economic welfare of 
the working classes had improved and, most 
important of all, emphasized the hope that 
Argentine - U.S. 
relations 
should 
be 
more 


friendly. 


"But I have my radicals who make it very 


difficult for me," Peron explained. "They are 
just as isolationist as some of your extremists 
in the Senate." 


After getting off to this relatively friendly 


start, the Argentine president followed up with 
a full-dress meeting of the economic council, 
at which Miller • sat on the president's right. 
Ambassador Stanton Griffis was also present, 
together with the minister of foreign affairs 
and Juan Cosa Sere, director general of eco- 
nomics. The latter was designated by Pcron 
as the chief spokesman and gave a very intelli- 
gent exposition of Argentine-Amarican relations. 
In brief, he said: 


"For many years trade with the .United States 


took the form of a three-cornered exchange. 
We sold beef to England and used the pound 
sterling to exchange into dollars to buy from 
the United States. But now when we sell to 
England we can get no dollars. Our funds are 
frozen. So we have to work out a new means 
of trading with your country. 


"Of course, what we would like to sell the 


United States," Cosa Sere continued, "is fresh 
beef. However, I have now been to your coun- 
try -and I understand the vigorous objections 
of American cattlemen to the importation of 
Argentine beef. They are fanatics on the ques- 
tion of hoof-and-mouth disease. So we must 
accept gracefully the impossibility of making 
this sale. 


"Our second largest import," continued Cosa 


Sere, "used to be linseed. But we lost this due 
to our own fault. We priced ourselves out of 
the market. We hope to get this back eventually 
and we also hope to sell some mutton from 


Petagonia, where no hoof-and-mouth disease 
exists. But," he concluded, "our chief hope is 
to encourage U.S. investments." 


Squeezing U.S. Investor 
This gave the assistant secretary a chance 


really to open up on the unfortunate treatment 
given American investors in Argentina. 


"The best way to get American investments," 


Miller said, "is by giving better treatment to 
the investors who are already in your country. 
You can't expect more capital to come to Argen- 
tina when you are throttling the capital you 
already have here." 


Ambassador Griffis and Miller then took up 


in detail the manner in which the Argentine 
government was throttling the American meat- 
packina plants, American and foreign power, 
and other companies. 


"You are a boxing fan," said Ambassador 


Griffis, turning to Finance Minister Ramon A. 
Cereijo. "I have seen you at prize fights. All 
right. Our companies have taken so much pun- 
ishment, they are groggy. Either let up on them 
or else knock them out." 


Th« finance minister seemed to understand 


this comparison. At any rate. Peron arranged 
for a meeting between his finance experts and 
the commercial counselors of the U.S. embassy 
next day in order to iron out difficulties'. These 
have been continuing. 


Miller was impressed with the charm and 


energy of Senora Peron. He visited her at the 
ministry and was conducted on a tour of the 
various charity projects. Wherever she went 
there were cries of "Evita, Evita!" 
Evlta's Newspaper 
At one meeting between President Peron, his 


wife and Alberto Dodcro, Peron asked: "Have 
you anything to complain of regarding our 
press?" 


"Only three things," Miller replied and then 


named three papers which had been extremely 
critical of the United States. Two of the papers 
were left-wing, but the third he named was 
"Democracia," the paper owned by Evita her- 
self. When he made this charge, Dodero, pub- 
lisher of the paper, was sitting on Senora 
Peron's right. She laughed and remarked: 


"You must have read this morning's editorial." 
Three days later "Democracia" came out with 


a glowing editorial praising the United States, 
following which Madam Peron significally rc- 
marked to Miller: "Did you read 'Democracia' 
today?" 


As Miller was about to wind up his Argentine 


visit, he asked Peron to hasten ratification of 
the Rio convention which -provides for mutual 
defense of the Americas against an outside ag- 
gressor. This has been hanging fire ever since 
the war. Peron promised'Miller to obtain rati- 
fication if Miller would make a statement 
praising relations between the United States 
and Argentina. Miller agreed to make a mod- 
erate statement. He also gave this significant 
advice to the Argentine dictator: 


"It is difficult for me to get more favorable 


sentiment in the United States as long as you 
keep cracking down 'La Prensa* and 'La Nacion,' 
and as long as you keep investigating the offices 
of the Associated Press and the United Press. 
That kind of terrorism against the press simply 
creates havoc with American public opinion. 
You see, we really believe in our fjccdoms. We 
believe that a certain amount of criticism by 
the press is healthy." 


"If you will rectify this, we will try to im- 


prove our relations." 


Peron promised to look into the matter, but 


as of this date he is still cutting off newsprint 
to his Argentine press crUics. 


GOP May Well Take Its Cue 
From Dems' Aggressiveness

About a month from now President Truman 


will embark on a stumping tour of the country. 
It will be the real opening of the Democrats' 
1950 campaign and will be topped off by an 
ambitious political festival in Chicago May 15. 


The party strategy is shaping up. Mr. Truman 


will cover certain key spots in an effort to 
bolster the candidacy of senators and congress- 
men who have tough races on their hands. And 
he will try to win new friends -for his social 
welfare program. 


The plans, too, for a repeat tour next fall 


touching some 15 states and resembling the 
President's .vigorous vote appeals of the 1943 
campaign. 


It's apparent from this that the Democrats 


are going to be aggressive. They're anxious not 
merely to retain control of Congress but to 
strengthen their grip so more of Mr. Truman's 
program can be enacted in the coming two years, 


Since 1938 the Republicans have always made 


strong gains in Congress in the so-called by- 
elections held between presidential campaigns. 
But it's risky to take comfort in trends. As re- 
cently as 1934 the Democrats actually widened 
their majorities in both houses. 


And this year, the Democrats, remembering 


that they were dislodged from congressional 
control in 1946, are out to confound the trend 
of the last dozen years. 


Thus the GOP has its work cut out for it. 


There's a conviction among some observers in 
the capital that failure to make good gains this 
time would make doubly difficult the Republi- 
cans' task of winning the White House in 1952. 


A Democratic triumph in 1952 would assure 


the incumbents 24 successive years in control 
of the government. That'd be a long time be- 
tween drinks for the GOP. 


No one concerned with the well-being of our 


democracy' could want to see indefinite domi- 
nance of the government by a single party. It 
isn't enough that the right to choose between 
two or more parties simply exists. For the health 
of the system, the right needs to be exercised 
to the end that changes in administration actu- 
ally occur. 


The Republicans, on the outside for 18 years, 


must take their cue from the Democrats' ag- 
gressive plans for 1950. K they are to head back 
toward control of both in Congress and the 
White House, they must more than match their 
opponents' energy and must develop a program 
that is both sound and*appealing to the voters. 


Naturally it's easy to give broad general ad- 


vice like this. The doing is tremendously diffi- 
cult and no one can really help the Republicans 
much. It's their fight and it's a hard one. And 
it's probably not too extreme to say that their 
party's very life is at stake.

We did not quite finish the step of the inward repetition 


of the words, "In quietness and confidence shall be my strength." 
If "confidence" is having faith with God, then the Christian 
life is not lifting oneself by the bootstraps. 
It is linking our 


littleness with His greatness, our incompleteness with His com- 
pleteness. 
It is doing what the little boy did when he offered 


his five loaves and two fishes to Christ. That multitude could 
not be fed without his co-operation, and the feeding couldn't 
be done with his five loaves and fishes alone. He and Christ 
together did everything necessary. 


Very often when I haven't faith in my faith, I have to have 


faith in His faith. He makes me believe in myself and my 
possibilities, when I simply can't. I have to rise to His faith 
. in me. A woman who was inwardly collapsed said to me. 
"Well, I have no faith of my own, but I do have faith in 
your, faith." "Good," I replied; "take faith in my faith as a 
first step, and then you will go on to something infinitely 
better—faith in His faith." With faith in His faith you can 
do anything—anything that ought to be done. 


There is a passage which touches your need. "For the 


Eternal . . . will not let you go." (Deuteronomy 4:31, Moffatt.) 
Faith is riot merely your holding on to God—it is God holding 
on to you. He will not let you go. As Walt Whitman puts it, 
"Not until the sun refuses to shine, do I refuse you." Then keep 
saying to your soul, "Your strength is quiet faith." (Isaiah 
30:15, Moffatt.) Then repeat to your soul these words: "To say 
what ought to be cannot be is a brief and a complete statement 
of atheism." It is. "Say to yourself, "What ought to be can be, 
and I will make it so." And you will. You will go beyond 
yourself. 


O living Christ. I see that life Is communion—a union with 


Thee. Not merely in the quiet segregated moments, but In the 
moments of stress and strain and toil. I now see I can be the 
happy warrior, for I am drawing heavily on Thy power and 
coins: forth in Thy confidence.

The Doctor Says— 
Measles is More Deadly 
Than Most People Realize

-Measles is an extremely com- 
mon disease and is mild In most 
cases, but there are enough serious 
complications to make it more of 
a danger than most people realize. 
Some people -?re so convinced 
that their children should have 
measles early and get it out of the 
way that they deliberately expose 
their youngsters to others who 
have the disease. 


Measles is caused by a virus; 


once in a while this virus attacks 
the nervous system and causes 
most serious complications. It also 
weakens the body so that broncho- 
pneumonia or bronchitis may set 
in and too often results in serious 
long-term 
difficulties 
with 
the 


lungs. When measles does develop, 
therefore, precautions should be 


taken to lessen the risk of compli- 
cations. 


Bed rest until the acute stage of 


the disease is over should be en- 
forced, as many of the serious 
complications come from letting 
the victim out of bed too early. 
Plenty of fluids should be given 
and easily digested foods. 
The 


eyes are sensitive to light so that 
reading and eye strain should be 
avoided. Often it is well to have 
the' shades in the sick room par- 
tially drawn. 
Tepid baths are 


helpful in preventing itching and 
in' soothing the skin; constipation 
is common and should be correct- 
ed. 


The first symptoms of measles 


develop about two weeks after ex- 
posure to a patient who has been 
ill. Since during the first three or 
four days of the disease the symp-

toms resemble those of an ordi- 
nary cold with slight fever, many 
youngsters expose others without 
knowing that they have measles at 
all. 


The diagnosis of measles is often 


difficult at first. During the time 
when there is much measles in the 
community, youngsters who de- 
velop symptoms of a slight cold 
with fever should be kept at home 
and away from their playmates. 
This will help to prevent 
the 


spread of the disease to others. 


The fever at first is slight but 


goes up gradually. A slight cough 
is likely to be present and this 
tends to become gradually worse, 
in a few days usually comes first 
on the forehead and behind the 
ears. From here it spreads rapidly 
over the neck, trunk and down the 
limbs and is usually fully devel- 
oped in two or three days. Fading 
of the rash starts in another two 
or three days. 


Serum Used 
Those who are exposed to meas- 


les can be prevented from de- 
veloping a severe attack by an 
injection either of serum from a 
person who is convalescing from 
measles or by a substance called 
human immune globulin. 
Both 


will usually prevent the develop- 
ment of the disease if given in 
time or make it milder. 


It should be more generally re- 


alized that year in and year out 
measles causes more deaths than 
the dread polio.

Examine the day of a typica 


American office worker.

rives 13 minutes late, cross with 
himself, his wife and his employ- 
er. 
He sees nothing but troubl 


—and no fun — ahead until quit- 
ting time. 


He makes a few half-hcr.rlcc 


passes at his job, then streaks 
out for morning coffee. 
When he 


returns, he becomes an indoor no- 
mad, a 
Marco Polo wandering 


from desk to desk, swapping lies 
and sympathy with his fellow suf- 
ferers. 


The rest of the morning he 


spends making round trips from 
his own desk to the water cooler 
to the men's room and back to 
his desk: 
By noon he has done 


about an hour's work, he's water- 
logged, he's washed his hands 
eight times, combed his hair nine, 
and had a shoe shine and cleaned 
his fingernails twice. 


Wasted Best Hours 
He knows he's wasted the best 


hours of the day. 
HJS conscience 


bothers him, because he knows 
the boss suspects it, too.

overeats at lunch time.

the office, he feels drowsy. 
But 


there are four hours to kill. He 
manages 
(o put in an hour of 


sleepy work. Then he begins his 
afternoon lope — from desk to 
water cooler to men's room to 
desk. 


But most of the time he is pre- 


tending to work. 
And acting is 


the hardest kind of labor.

Laurence Olivier the task of doing 
nothing on a busy stage for three 
hours — and he'd go home all 
worn out also. And so our office 
hero trudges out, frustrated, feel- 
ing himself a martyr, and certain 
he'll get little applause at home.

Johnson Says 
That Defenses 
Are Adequate 


Conference Held 
With President 
At Naval Base 


KEY WEST, Fla., March 28— 


(/Pi—Secretary of Defense John 
son declared Monday the nation' 
defenses are adequate despite Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's warning 
they are below the safety point 


Johnson made the statement af- 


ter a two and a half hour con- 
ference with President Truman in 
his vacation White House at the 
naval base here. 


The 
President 
himself, 
in a 


brief statement, announced tha 
Philip C. Jessup has been per- 
suaded to remain on as ambassa- 
dor-at-large. Jessup has been un- 
der fire from Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis) in the Senator's drive agains 
alleged Communists in the state 
departments. 


Eisenhower, as president of the 


Columbia university, has agrccc 
to extend Jessup's leave of ab- 
sence from the university to per- 
mit him to continue his role as 
the

' "trouble shooter." 


"The 
extremely valuable trip 


he has just completed to Asia arid 
the Far East," Mr. Truman said 
"has underscored his unusual use- 
fulness to the United States gov- 
ernment." 


In a press conference after his 


talk with the President, Johnson 
announced that Stephen T. Early 
has been given an indefinite ex- 
tension of his leave from the Pull- 
man company to permit him to 
continue as $20,000-a-year deputy 
secretary of defense. He had been 
slated to step out on May 2. 


Johnson, queried about Eisen- 


hower's New York speech last 
week 
questioning 
the adequacy 


of the country's military program, 
declared: 


"I think that the nation's de- 


fenses, as worked out in the bud- 
get, are sufficient unto the needs 
of the moment." 
Worked On Budget 
Eisenhower, as acting chairman 


of the joint chiefs of staff, work- 
ed on the military budget for the 
year beginning July 1, Johnson 
pointed out. 


The budget bureau trimmed this 


figure down to $13,000,000 while 
Eisenhower was still acting, at 
Mr. Truman's request, Johnson 
said. 


He said he had not talked to 


General 
Eisenhower 
since 
the 


speech. A Senate 
appropriations 


committee has called 
upon the 


war-time commander 
for testi- 


mony concerning his fears. John- 
son said to confer with the gen- 
eral now "would not be fair". 


"When he appears before Con- 


gress, I don't want it to appear 
that I walked with him and tried 
to interfere with him in any way," 
Johnson added. 


Johnson flew here from Wash- 


ington—at the President's request 
—for 
a conference presidential 


secretary Charles G. Ross said 
covered North Atlantic defense as 
well as vacancies in vital defense 
posts at Washington.
